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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments add additional limitations which alter the claim scope. Further search and consideration would 
be required. "in back of the one of the normal polygons" is kind of the opposite of "in back of another of the normal polygons." The current 
version of the limitation requires a front-facing shadow polygon and a back-facing polygon compared to the same normal polygon; while the 
previous version does not have the requirement. Applicant's remarks also seem to suggest this is a crucial feature of the invention 
(remarks, page 10). 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: All arguments presented are based on the 
proposed amendments to the claim. These amendments have not been entered because further search and consideration would be 
required. 

The examiner finds the remarks and provided figures extremely helpful. However, the remarks and explanations also suggest some 
limitations need to be clarified. For the purposes of compact prosecution, the examiner provides an example. 

Applicant recites "According to the above claim limitation, the back-facing shadow polygons are subjected to the Z test, and a back-facing 
shadow polygon that fails the Z test (Z test-failed back-facing shadow polygon, i.e., a back-facing shadow polygon in back of one of the 
normal polygons) is written with the numeral '1' and colored black" (Remarks, Page 10, first paragraph). However, the claim does not 
describe comparison with normal polygons. Therefore, "i.e., a back-facing shadow polygon in back of one of the normal polygons" does 
not apply. 
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
